It may 
be, Indeed, that the p ublic is often 
greedy for nows that should not b* 
furnished it, inn this is no fault of 
the newsp ap er or the rep orter, for 
they would certainly be foolish not to 
furnish tt. 


There is no question but that the 
men who would Ignore rep orters are 
men of only slight imp ortance and 
they know nothing of the real value 
and functions of the rep orter, They 
may get the imp ortance because of 
the p ositions to which they have been 
p romoted, but they seldom hold the 
p ositions for any groat 
length 
of 
time. 


Then, too, there is the dishonest 
man who has no use for the rep or- 
Dm because of his fear of the news 
p ap er. 
There are p eop le who cannot un­ 
derstand the real motive of the re­ 
p orter or that lie hits been assigned 
to the story for which lie is Keeking 
in format ion. 
These p eop le believe 
that their p rivacy is being intruded 
up on; that they are being annoyed 
and p ersecuted for the gratification 
of tlin curiosity of 1 he rep orter him­ 
self. Such a p erson may feel assured 
that the rep orter is no more p leased 
with the task of visiting him and in­ 
terviewing him than he is of seeing 
the newsp ap er agent. The rep orter, 
p ersonally, cares nothing for the man
